“Jam very mneh annoyed at learning that any 
complaint whatever should have been captious! 
induiged in by any one from Charleston in regaré 
to the attendance on the Chatham Artillery cen- 
tenvial. It was a very. extensive  pro- 
gramme to Carry out. It attracted an 
uLusvally large number of visitors, and with some 
experience in visits to other cities on commemora- 
tive occasions, I feel it my duty to say that no- 
where have I ever received more attention and 
consideration. In poiat of fact the impression 
created on me was that more details were arranged 
for and looked after than on similar occasions else- 
where. My sympathies were with Captain 
Wheaton and his generous and public spirited 
committee all through the celebration, for I felt 
that in true Georgia style he and they were trying 
toexecute completely a programme of great oaifi- 
culty. It is a subject of sincere regret that any 
thoughtless complaint should have eminated from 
my city. I write this basty note to express the opin-

Madison Madisonian: Sylvy Mathews, col- 
ored, the mest remarkable woman, perhaps, 
that has died in Georgia for years, was buried 
at Smyrna church,in this county, yesterday, 
at the age of 120 years. Mr. L. T. Penick, a 
gentieman who weighs everything he says, 
stated to us that she was every day of the 
above age, according to his best information. 
She belonged to his wife’s people, and he knew 
her well. Deceased had raised fourteen chil- 
dren, and was attended to her last resting 
place by great- grandchildren twelve or four- 
teen years of age. She was wonderfully pre- 
served physically and mentally, and Mr. 
Penick, who saw her a week ago, says she was 
walking about the yard at the time. Her 
death was comparatively sudden. 

The Louisville hotel. kept by Mrs. Prescott, 
in Pinetucky, caughton fire from two kero- 
sene lamps which were set on the corner of 
the sideboard in the dining room. It was 
just before supper, and a cat went to fight a 
dog, and pulled off the lamps, which broke and 
setthe rcem on fire.

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A CONVICT PESEIGED. 


He is Brought Down Under Fire and Cap- 
turec. 

BAINERIDGE. Ga., Jane 2.—[Special.]— Wy- 
att Moon, an escaped chaingang convict, re- 
turned to his home Saturday uight, ten miles 
north of here. He !aid seige to another cul- 
ored brother's house near hisand defied him 
and one other from entering their castle.

They commended, in the highest terms, Judge 
John T. Clark’s administration, and in taking 
leave of Judge Boynton they paid a deserved 
tribute to a worthy man and able jurist. 
Colonels Dupont Guerry and L. J. Ballock, of 
Americus, returned home after the Griftin 
case had been continued. Judge W. D. Kiddoo, 
of Cuthbert, is in attendance upon the court 
here this week.

About this time Mr. Harris engaged more 
extensively in the saw mill business in Dodge 
county, on M. & B. road, forming & company 
under the name of Harris, Carswell & Co. 
Previous to this the fire fend consumed about 
$2,000 worth of his property. 

Nothing daunted, the mills were rebuilt, 
and again were burned at a loss of thousands 
of dollars. 

The firm then changed to Harris, Mitchell 
& Co. 

In 1885 Mr. Norris commenced the estab- 
ment now running. These last buildings and 
all fixtures were put in operation at a cost of 
not less than $40,000. 

We learn from Mr. Norris that he is going 
soon to put up (all the machinery and fixtures 
purchased and on the ground) a magnificent 
planing mill at a cost of not less than $5,000. 

Mr. Harris’s whole possessions are now 
worth near $50,000, all done in a few years by 
hard work, not speculation. Industry, econo- 
my, steady habits and good management are 
omnipotent, so far as temporal prosperity is 
concerned. What Mr. Harris has done any 
other young man can do,if he will use all 
the means God has put in his power.

Features of the Speculative Movement in

Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, June 2—There was an easy feeling in 
wheat during the first half hour of trading today, 
July touching 74%c—within a traction ofthe lowest 
which it has soldin many years. From that mo- 
ment good buying set in,and before the close of 
trading a bull movement had been inaugurated 
which carried everything before it, and produced 
something akin to panic among the smail bear 
traders. The scramble to purchase wheat became 
general, and the scene during the last half hour of 
trading in the afternoon was unlike anything wit- 
nessed before in many months. The pit was 
crowced with excited men endeavoring tocover 
trades on which margins had been exhausted. The 
revolution from a prolonged bear market was ro 
sudden and pronounced that it oceasioned noalarm 
among many of the bear traders, but when an ace 
vance of 2c'from inside fignres had occurred, and 
prices kept on moving upward, many of them be- 
came frantic buyers and materia:ly aided the feel- 
ing of buoyancy. Inthe afternoon July touched 
77*4¢, an advance of 34c from the lowest price of 
the morning, and closed for the day at 77i%e. A 
decrease of nearly three million bushels in the 
visible supply was one of the strong bull argu- 
ments, but the advance was attributed toiufiuences 
entirely apart from this feature of the market.
